MEXICAN ASSASSINATIONS. 

American Colonists Fleeing for Their Lives 
— Troojis Disputclitd to the Scene. 

S.\N FitA .vi i.'^i n, Nov. 127.— Private iidvioos 
from Metlaltoynca, in the atatc of I'ueblo, 
Jle.xico, giVe delinite information of assass- 
inatk)ns by peons which the Mexican gov- 
eriimunt li:iH uiilil now hfoii ahlo to keep 
secret, liosident t'aliforniun.'i in view of 
iveciit events are lleriiig for tln'ir lives, 
'riic .\lo.\i( .111 goveriinieiit has Heiil tniop.s 
ti) I ho colony in the hope of caji- 
turiiig the assassina, who diirins the 
past four months have nuirderod 
three American settlers In cold hlood. 
Tlic colony was formed about four years 
ago and luimbers ;;0O souls. A' tract of 
100,000 acres of land was secured at MatUil- 
toynca, midway between Tainpico and 
Vera Cruz. .Most of the colonists were 
])rosi)eroiis farmers of the l iiited States, 
who disposed oflludr property and iiivest- 

1 the ])roceeds in improving their land in 
the colony. Tlie |)rosi.eritv of the colon- 
aroused the hatred ot the Mexicans, who 
perpetrated abuses upon them. 

A .San FrancLscan who has invested lieav- 
ilv in the colony stated that a reign ol ter- 
ror ])revailed nt Jlatlaltoynca, and that its 

IVect was hound to be disastrous to the 

olony. The peons, he declared, were de- 
termined to drive the settlers from the 
country, and iinlcss the government inter- 
fered tiieir ell'orts would succeed. 

It is understood that the state department 
has been made acip.iaiiited with the fa 
aiul that the Mexican f^overiinient wouhl be 
called upon to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the facts, and to allord American 
citizens the inotection they need. 

C\Tr 01: ^ll:xl(o, Nov. 27.— Six cavalry 
men have been dispatched to Matlal- 
loynca, and a rigorous investigation is be 
ing made into the recent murders ol the 
three colonists. A letter Irotn an Ihiglish 
colonist, received, says the failure of cer- 
tain colonists to pay their laborers, who 
took revenge upon them, is thecaiiae of the 
assiissiiuilious. The government will 
verely fniiiish the ]icrpetrators of these_ 
deeds. There is no truth in the story of 
the liatred of the Mexicans for the colon 
ists.

GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS. 

A good deal too aiiich is eenerally said 
of the conncGtion between good times 
antl bad times :ind the Ciovernmeiit of 
tlie day. Govonimont genei-allj- has 
very little to do witn the Btato of busi 
neas in tUo country. Good times come 
without any help from Government, aud 
bad times overtake a nation in spite of 
every effort that Government may make 
to prevent the visitation. Consequently 
Government 'generally does not deserve 
credit whoi :i country ia prosperous 
neither does it deserve blame wlieii biisi 
iiesB ia depressed. The prosperity of a 
country depends almost entirely upon 
the industry, the intelligence, the energy 
and the thrift of its inhabitants. When 
the people work hard and are 
careful bow they spend what they 
earn, they will thrive oven under bad 
and unwise rulers ; when tliey are lazy 
and unenterprising, when they depend 
upon Government or anything else ex- 
cept their own honest osertions, they 
will remain stationarj' or retrogade, no 
matter what Government may do to help 
them. 

But there are, wo freely admit, times 
■when Governments can do a threat deal 
to retard the ijrogrcs? of a country and 
to counteract what its industrious aud 
enterprising citizens may do to advunce 
its interests. The position in which tlie 
United States was afewmontbs agoehows 
what a Government can do by inaction 
and wrongheadnecs to retard the pros- 
perity of a nation. Ibe United States 
had what all inteli.iuent Mien at'.mit to be 
a vicious systoiii of currency, Its Gov- 
ernment issued a vast amount of ])aper 
oblij^atioiis without taking proper 
measures to redeem that paper when re- 
demption was demanded. Every one 
knows in what condition an individual 
would be wlio acted in this way. Ife 
would, to say the least, be in diflioulties, 
no matter liovv much property he might 
own. iiis affairs^ for tlic want of neces- 
sary ready casli would get into a muddle 
and hin credit would suflfer. This ia pre- 
cisely what happened to the United 
States. When its afTairs were in this 
condition a party arose and became very 
influential, which advocated the pay- 
ment of the nation's obligationa in silver, 
which had dejjreciated as much as 50 per 
cent. It was known, too, that there was 
very little gold in the treasury, and that 
that little was disappearingat a rapid rate 
It is no wonder that, under such circura- 
Btances, buainesa men and men who had 
saved money became alarmed. People 
generally know pretty well by this lime 
what happens when alarm in business 
circles becomu.s tj;eneral, jMen who have 
money are afraid to i)art with it. 
The cousequonco is money becomes 
"tight." Those who are doing 
businesses that require a constant 
expenditure of money can only get 
it at a very higii rate of interest, or tan- 
not get it at all, and then comes 
a series of husinefis craslies which nu- 
Bcttles the minda of all who are iu busi- 
nesa. When buBlness in the United States 
came to this very bad pass t!ie Presi- 
dent of the United States came to the 
rescue. He told the people in effect that 
they need not be afraid, that the Gov- 
ernment of tlieUnlted Stales would con- 
tinue to redeem its obligations in gold. 
He used the credit of the nation to bor- 
row gold to keep the redemption fuudlu 
the Treasury from being exhausted. He 
did this, time and again, and was bitterly 
vilified by the silver party for resorting 
to such a measure to ijeep up the 
credit of the nation and to 
lestoro confidence amontr business men. 
And confidence was iu a measure re- 



donta determfned stand and courageous est suspicion that his charges were made 
action saved from ruin. It was believed against men of well known integrity and 
that as long as ho was at tlio bead of the good reputation. If we bad thought

brought on by governmental misman- 
agement. 

But confidence was far from fully 
restored. The silver repudiationists were 
at work in the country and they threat- 
ened to put an administration in power 

which would authorize the Government 
and ever)' other debtor in the country to 
meet their obligations with silver dollars 
worth about fifty cents each. The 
struggle between the party which was 
bound to keep the money of the country 
honest, and the party which declared 
tlieir intention to debase it was a severe 
one, but fortunately for everyone the 
sound money party won. 

As soon as the jieople knew they were 
to have an honest Government lor at 
least four years more, what might 
naturally be expected happened. Busi- 
ness r.jvived. Factories that bad been 
closed resumed work. Working men 
and v.'orkiiig women who had been idle 
obtaiiU'd emi iloyineiit onc(! more. 
U is said that beltwen 375,000 
and 100,000 have already been put 
to V ork since tho election or had 
their hours of work innreased. An 
Amer'.can contemporary aay: "Business 
improvement to this extent never oc- 
curred before in any equal time in the 
ontirt. history of the country," and con- 
tinues : 

Ma/ketn, l)ank3 and Treasury immedi- 
ately felt the impulse of the great trade 
revival. The better c.hias of etocks ad- 
vanced bofoi-e tho eh-;:! ion in iinticijia- 
tion nf McKinley's victory, 11. .;s "di.s- 
couni'ing," in ii great degree, 'he effect 
of tl'i'.t triumph, but t.bi;y went up 
further and are held firmer siuce. I3ank 
depoMts, loans aud cl' aringH (juickly re- 
llected th3 chaniic in tho situation. 
The Treasury gold reserve, which was 
$11-1, 1)00, 00<) on November 3, is now uu 
to $;.i27,OOt;,000. Gold importation has 
stopped for the time, after an inflow of 
over fTS.OOO.OOO, and possibly it has 
ended for the year. 

This great change hag taken place not 
on account of what the Government bus 
done, for it has not had lime to do any- 
tliing, butaimply because the people be- 
lieve in it. They know that it is safe 
for them to rely upon it. They know 
that theve will be no more tampering 
with tiie currency, aud they believe that 
wliatever change is made will be in tlio 
directiou of security and sca.iility. But 
there has been no mystery n all this. 
The change is in accordance with laws — 
unwritten laws— that are everywhere in 
operation and are as plainly seen in the 
course of ordinary business as in the 
conduct of the affairs of the Statb.

The San Francisco Examiner oE the 
21st inst. says: 

There is a move on foot in British Co- 
lumbia 10 bring forward a bill at tho 

next seesion of the Legislature to pre- 
vent aliens from locating mineral ground 
in the province. This a|)pears to be d'- 
reclly aimed at tho Americans, who 
have located, developed and ccpiipped 
many fine claims there and enriclied the 
province by many millions of dollars, 
in fact, more ot tlie extensive work lias 
been done by Aiu.'ricaii capital Uiun by 
English. The citizens of Washington, 
Idaho, Montana, Oregon and California 
will nalural'.y make a vieorous opposi- 
tion to the proposed law. However, we 
would hav e a better basin for our objer;- 
tions were our own Government us 
liberal in this mr.ttor as it might 
be. While under United States 
mining laws ati alien may locate a 
minin'j chiim and work iiixi hold it by 
pr-Bsessory right, ho cannot obtain a 
t. Je to It frcm tho Government by ap- 
plying for and receiving a patent. That 
right is riocrved for citizens ot tho 
United States, or those who have de- 
clared their intentions ot becoming so. 
Foreigners are therefore compelleil to 
transfer their possessory titles to an Am- 
erican citizen, temnorarily, to getaround 
the law, if they wish a valid title from 
tho Government. Ko foreign capital 
will in these days invest in mining pro- 
|)erty in this country which is not 
already patented, for this reason. 

If there ia such a movement on foot as 
the Examiner alludes to, very liltlo has 
been said al)out it hitherto. We are 
quite sure that the United States citi- 
zens who have exerted themselves in 
helping to develope tho -mineral re- 
sources of this Province will have ample 
justice done them by its Legislature.

WE Y LER INTERVIEWED. 

The Spanish Captain-General -Interviewed 
in Regard to tlio Policy of the 
United States. 

H.\v-\N.^., Nov. 27. — During the course 
of an interview in this city the Spanish 
Captain-General Weyler said : " Do you 
believe President McKinley will follow 
the policy of President Cleveland in re- 
gard to Cuba? " A. " Mr. McKinley re- 
presents the rej)ublican wealth and pro- 
ducing elements of that country, and 1 
cannot believe that a man who so ro- 
presenta the work, virtue and inosperity 
of his country can carry out a policy 
which would compromise the interests 
entrusted to his talents and discretion 
as a public man. I think Mr. McKinley 
will bo guided by a just and equitable 
policy without passion and with 
prudence, such as is counselled by the 
\merican people, and to continue the 
friendly relations existing between the 
United States and Spain." 

" Is it triie," asked the correspondent, 
" that you propose to publish a decree 
conliscating the properly of the Cuban 
insurgents?" Willi a motion of sur- 
prise tieneral W"yler answered, " II is 
not p(jasiblc since the rebels have iioth- 
loconiicate; they do not reiiresenl 
anything of tlie wealth of the country." 

" Is it a fact thai you will not allow 
iho sugar crop to be made?" A- — "I 
do not feel inclined to permit the crop 
being commenced before February or 
March, as it is well known that the only 
resources the rebels can count on will 
have to be exacted from the planters by 
threats of Violence, and the means thus 
uhtained would only go to acquiring 
arms and material to carry on war 
against Spain, lam supported in this 
Htaiid by many of the planters, who 
agree not to gather their crfips rather 
I hail 1)0 the victims of such exigencies 
on the jiart of the rebels and see the 
fruit of their labor employed against 
their country." 

" It is reported that the Spanish min- 
ister for war inltnids to send another 
large contingent of tioojis to Cuba in 
.lanuary?" " 1 do not kiio.v," replied 
General Weyley, " I only can assure you 
that the iialion is jirep.vred to make all 
kinds of sacrilices, both in money and 
men, as has lately been proven, to con- 
(juer this undertaking and make Spain's 
sovereignty respected before and above 
everything. All the money spent and to 
be siient will be Spanish money. Cuba 
has been asked tor nothing, neither for 
men nor money.", 

"Do you think, General, that the 
recognition of belligerency of the insur- 
gents by the United States would bo 
taken as an offence by SjiainV" A. "It 
would be strange if any act directly 
aimed at a recognition of any challenge 
of Spain's right of sovereignty here, 
which our people look upon as being be- 
yond question, did not evoke an explo- 
sion of popular feeling which it would be 
impossible to check, excited and ardent 
as jiublic sentiment is now on the Cuban 
question in Spain." 

Finally the correspondent asked Geri- 
eral Weyler if he would agree to a truce, 
in order to bring about an exchange of 
views between himself and the Cuban 
leaders. He answered: " Non ])083u- 
mus, since bucIi a step would uive tboiii 
an importance 1 cannot concede to 
them." 

At one o'clock this afternoon Cajilain- 
General Weyler left Havana on board 
the SpnniBli cruiser Lu Gaspi for Mariel,

Btono and steel bridge, ut tho site of tho Polut 
Dlllce bridge over the Victoria Arm, a spaifbl

aeoing and progresaive policy of develop* 
niont, which would be sure to result in 
jtbo steady advancement and progress of 
this province and its people at laage.

ENTBRPEISING JAPAN, 

K. Imalzumi, ConstructlnK Engineer of the 
New Imperial Steel Works, Tells of His 
mission' to Europe and America. 

K. Imaiisumi, conBtructi'ng engineer of 
the Imperial steel working of Japan, 
spent yesterday in this city en route to 
Ilia home by tlie N.I^.R. liner Olyinpia. 
Me is now returning from a three years' 
inspection and study of the great steel 
plants of Ii^urope and tlio United States, 
and sjieaks very intei'estingly of hia im- 
|)ortuiit mission and the results that are 
extiected to accrue from it. 

" I have made u careful examination 
of the various methoda of producing and 
working steel at ninety different works," 
he says, •' devoting apecial study to the 
machinery in tho dilFerent eatablisli- 
nients, as I am to plan and supervise the 
construction of tlie machinery in the 
now Japanese government steel works, 
now being built in south Japan. In 
fact, I have made selections from what I 
have seen and drawn plans and designs 
in detail and submitted them to Amer- 
ican and German manufacturers for bids 
on tho machinery. 

" Our Imiieriai Japanese steel works 
have now been in construction two 
years, and it is expected to have tliein 
in operation by tho close of l.S'.lS. They 
will have a capacity of t!0,000 toiia a 
years, and can bo increased to 2U0,000 
tons capacity of linislied product. The 
demand for finishei! steol in Japan is 
now 300,000 tons a year. The works 
will employ 1,500 men at tlio ojieniug, 
and the capital of the concern is 000,- 
000. Eighty engineers will be employed. 

"Armor, ship and boiler plates and 
house, bridge and other industrial steel 
will bo turned out. Wia shall probably 
import our raw material from England, 
as the east coast of America is too far 
away for competition with the Britishers. 
The iron ore in the vicinity of Lake 
Superior is the beet in tho world. We 
will neeil much Bessemer ore, free from 
phosphorus. We also use much pig 
iron. Xot a small amount of the cheaper 
grade of iron ore will couio from 
China and from Japanese islands. 
If any Pacific coast state can jiroduce 
good iron ore, either Hesaemer or any 
other kind, it can find a good market 
for the product in our country. We wish 
to see tlic resourcea of this coast develop- 
ed, because it is much nearer to us than 
countries with which we now do most of 
our trading." 

Mr. Imaizumi is .a graduate of the 
technical department of the Japanese 
Imperial university of Tokio. IJo spent 
three years in Germany, at Berlin and 
Freiburg, studying in his line and for 
nine months he sei'ved in steel works in 
Westphalia, Ueorde, as a volunteer 
workman, to become familiar ■with the 
business.

AN IMPORTANT PRECEDENT. 

The " Coquitlam " Case and Its Important 
Bearini;; 'jvon the SLIpilng Laws of 
the United States. 

" The New York Court of Appeals 
handed down a decision yesterday in tho 
case of Thomas Earte and the Union 
Steamship Co. against the United States, 
whereby the latter loses nearly $ 100,000. 
The outcome of the suit is particularly 
interesting to sealers and snipping men, 
because it eatabliahes a ])rRcedent for the 
loading and unloading of vessels within 
the territory controlled by Uncle Sam. 

" It appears that in June, ISIli', the 
steamer Coiiuitlani, with a cargo of 
(),1!I0 Ecal skins, was seized by the re- 
venue cutter Corrtin, near Afognac 
liiland. The vessel was taken to Sitka, 
and held subject to the payment of a 
fine equaling the value of the cargo. A 
suit for the confiscation of the latter waa 
immediately instituted, the princiiile 
contention being that the skins had 
been taken from certain sealers within 
the Collection District of Alaska. The 
basis of this action waa found in section 
3,190, Revised Statutes, prohibiting ves- 
sels bound for American ports exchang- 
ing cargoes within four leagues of any 
territory owned or controlled by the 
United States. 

"The suit was tried in the district 
eourtof Alaska, and resulted inaviclory 
for the government. An appeal waa 
taken to the court of appeals, and that 
tribunal now reverses tlie decision of the 
lower court, and orders the action dis- 
missed. Judge Gilbert, in rendering the 
opinion of the higher court, reviewed tho 
case at length, citing many authorities 
in support of his position It is held by 
the court of appeals that the government 
did not establish its principal conten- 
tion, namely, that the vessels trans- 
ferring the alleged dutiable seal skins to 
tho Co(iuitlam, were bouml for the 
United States — hence the whole action 
fails to the ground. While it waa shown 
that tho several aealera, all flying the 
EngliFli flag, had. transferred their car- 
goes to tho Co<iuitlam within seven 
.miles of the shore line, there was noth- 
ing to indicate that these cargoes were 
intended for American ports."— S, F. 
Esaminer.

Some ot tlie Aims and Objects "Wliieli 
Slie Ad.vi.sed the Members 
to Remember. 



As on the two former occaslcna that 
the Countess of Aberdeen gave public 
addresses to the local Coanell of Women, 
tx branch ol" tho widespread association 
of which she is founder, people turned 
out in goodly numbers last night at tlie 
meeting at tho city hall. The platform 
was backed by Oanadian flags, and on 
the wall hung the banner of the society 
with the motto, "Charity; the Federa- 
tion of the World." It was noticeable, 
too, that women formed a very large 
proportion of tho assemblage, showing 
liow evidently great an interest the 
lailiea take in tlio grand work wliich the 
Council of Women arc carrying on with 
such cntliueiasm and eucccea. 

The Countess arrivetl promptly on 
time and took her neat, on the i)lat- 
form ; Jjieut. - Ciovernor l^ewdnoy. 
Mayor and Mrs. .J5eaven, Bislioi) Perrin, 
Senalor Muctlotiald, IJon. Colonel ami 
Mrs. Baker, Miss Perrin and liev. Dr. 
Campbell also occupied seats on the 
platform. 

Lieut.-Governor Dewdney by request 
took the chair, and in a very few words 
introiluced the Countess. 

Lady Aberdeen when bIig rose was 
gri'cteil witli ])roloiiged iippiaiise and 
eto jii smiling her thanks, evidently very 
much pleased with tlio warmth of her 
reception. As soon as the applauaeenb- 
eided she expressed the very great 
pleasure slie felt at again being in Vic- 
toria, and at receivitig such a warm 
welcome. Victorians had always 
been so kind to her, she eaid, 
that it made it very much like 
home to come here, lApplause.') 
The Governor-General had desired her, 
she remarked, to explain how sorry ho 
was that he could not come with her, 
but the reason he was not here was be- 
cause he was a Brilisli Columbia farmer 
and Ilia interests wore keeping him at 
his ranch. Tlie Victoria branch of the 
Women's Council had put her is a posi 
tion of some ditliciilly, for she had so 
often to hokl them up as a model that 
.she was afraid that she would make the 
Victoria Council eotnewhat unpopular 
elsewhere. (Laughter.) She congratu- 
lated tho council in the possession of a 
president and officers who could, guide 
them with so much wisdom ancl take 
good care o£ the interests of the com- 
munity. It was realized here, too, that 
it was not only the executive wlio were 
members of the council but every mom- 
lier of lliu federated societies. She would 
not, however, touch on tlie regular an- 
nual meeting of the council, but, how- 
ever, she would ask iMrs. Cxordon Grant, 
the secretary, to give some idea of the 
work that hati been so far undertaken. 

Mrs. Gordon Grant acceding to the de- 
sire of the Countess gave a abort account 
of what had been accomplished since the 
local branch of the VVomen's Council 
had been formed two years ago and to- 
night she was delighted to report that 
the local council was on a splendid busi- 
ness basis. Although they had not ac- 
complished all they had undertaken the 
success had been greater than antici- 
pated. They had petitioned the legisla- 
ture to amend the law so as to provide 
for police matrons; tliey had asked for a 
curfew law ; then there was a request 
that the woman's property act iniirlit he 
timended to allow a married woman to 
have morecontrol of her own property. 
Temperance educat.on in the schools 
bad been asked for and committees 
had been organized foi vari.-jua objccra, 
anti tho good work they had done had 
been recognized in the fact that there 
was one woman on the board of school 
trustees at the present time. 

The Countess congralulateil the Wo- 
men's Council on having one ol ttii-ir 
members on the hoard of school trustees. 
The action of the two ladies who ha:! so 
far been elet'teil to the school hoard she 
had rea.son to believe was successful. 
fSiHler councils were looking :it tho ex- 
lietinieiit and hoping also to succeed in 
the same object of having women 
on the school hoards. Women 
must always be watchful to see 
that only women who were competent 
should be put forward as candidates for 
school trusteeships. The public should 
see to it that the very best material — 
me!) or women — should be selected to 
re]ireRont them on the school boards. 
In addili'Mi to what .Mrs. (iraiit had 
spoken about, she underBtoud that the 
local councils were aetii-g together in 
tho eff.irl to have gome change made in 
the treatment of insane women who 
were iletainod jiendiiig their removal to 
the asylum, and to see that they were 
not trealeil an criminals. .She understood 
tliat there had been one case hero of tho 
kind that had roused piiplic opinion and 
thattlio Wonien'tiComieil had takenitui). 
The local coumtils were asked to take u]) 
generally the subject of the causes of 
insanity among women. Statistics 
seem d to show that a large proportion 
of insane ■women came from the farms, 
and the councils were asked to look into 
the matter to see if there was not some 
method of prevent ioii. 

The local council should he verv proud 
of the Friendly Help Society, wliich she

bad visited to-day and had been initiat- 
ed into all the mysteries of tho work. 
No doubt the public were aware of the 
working of tho society, how it was re- 
cruited from llio various churches, 
and its methods of doing good, 
acting in concert with the old-estab- 
lished British Columbia Benevolent 
Society. The members of tho society 
had begged her to express their thanks 
to the iieople of Victoria for their assist- 
ance in carrying on the work. She was 
sure the public appreciated the efforts of 
these ladies in aiding the poor, and she 
might say that during the last year tho 
society had relieved 200 families in one 
way or another. 

She was delighted that the local coun- 
cil had succeeded in securing the good 
services , of Miea Livingstone for 
carrying on a school of cooking this 
winter. Misa Livingston was a Can- 
adian, and had been engaged 
in conducting cooking schools in 
the West and svith very great success. 
She laughingly suggested, too, that the 
gentlemen should petition torn cooking 
class for themselves and told how such a 
venture had been carrietl out in IMon- 
treal. 

The plan of having a committee to 
organize reading circles had acted 
well elsewhere the circle reading upon 
certain subjects and meeting once a 
week or so to discuss them, lii connec- 
tion with this she was glad to know they 
would soon welcome to their midst 
a branch of the Aberdeen Society. 
(Applause.) This association was formed 
with a view to sending parcelaof reading 
matter to settlers in lonely parts of the 
country, to bring some light and cheer 
to the homes of those who were doing 
so nuich to settle up the country, but 
who had denictl them the luxury of 
books or readitu: through the long winter 
evenings. It had therefore been sug- 
gested to gather magaidiies and books 
from the large centres and send them 
out among these settlers. This idea had 
worked out very satisfactorily since six 
years ago when it was organized. The 
branches now were Hooded with appli- 
cations from settlers. Correspondence, 
too, had been opened up with settlers, 
and it was most cheering to learn of the 
results that had been attained. She un- 
derstood that Mrs. Turner hud consented 
to be president, and she predicted for 
the society n jjreat success and hoped the 
' public would libenilly auj)port it. 

People Bomeliiues asked what was the 
good ot the Woman's Council'i' The il- 
lustrations she had mentioned were, she 
was sure, a very good answer to such a 
question. Tho National Council being 
in touch with other organizations 
throughout the country had brought out 
certain ideas, the neeti, for example, of 
giving charity so that it would do real 
good and relieve distress without jiau- 
perizing. This could not have been done 
without some such organixation to 
do the work systematically and 
be in touch with all philanthropic 
societies and eo carry on charity without 
overlapping. She predicted that the 
time would come when the men would 
not only co-opera to with the council, 
but that there wouUl be a federation of 
all philanthropic associations. 

Manual education was next touched 
on, the Countess hoping for the time 
when manual education would be given 
in all the schools, Through tlif* Women's 
Council mauuf.l training had been intro- 
duced into the Ontario schools. In 
Quebec in the same way the subjects of 
sewing and cooking bad been introduced 
in some schools. 

The council, too, had brought before 
the Dominion government the nece.^jsity 
of preventing deteriorating literature, 
and what they had asked in this direc- 
tion would she- thought be carried out 
by tho government. The way to coun- 
teract impure literature was to cultivate 
the taste for pure literature and habits 
of reading. The reading circles were 
taking root everywhere and libraries 
were being formed where they had not 
hitherto existed. The government of 
New Brunswick helped the formation of 
a library in schools, and she hoped to sec 
the same idea carried out elsewhere.' In 
referring to this subject she spoke in 
commendation of the movement in the 
South Park school to start a library for 
the i)upils. People looked on reading 
as a pleasure or a means of education, 
but ebe was afraid that they 
did not realize enough the duty to read. 
If women neglected it too much, would 
not the worries of life, and perhaps wo- 
men's gossip, dwarf their minds'.'' If 
people ooulil cimiiiinne for a sliorl time 
every day with the great master minds 
of literature, would not thai have an 
elevating flfect rtn al! their lives'' (Ap- 
plause.) Therefore she urged the read- 
ing circles to make most earnest elTorts 
to secure recruits. 

Those who were at tho Women's 
Council meeting at Montreal had, she 
said, felt that llie counril bad passed 
the experimental stage, that their aims 
were being iiiiderstootl, that they were 
not bonml together for the propo>;,a- 
tion of one itlea, but for 
the carrying out of the irolden 
rule thiongh life, and to all was revealed 
a higher idea of what might he done for 
the home and the general welfare. She 
could say the name thing in re- 
gard to the local councils, that 
they had obtained the confidence 
of their own communities. Hero 
it was shown by the way they had 
secured the help of the Mayor and city 
council, and in having a woman on tlieii 
school board. This lieing the case, the 
members must see that they retained 
and deserved tliis confidence. They 
should not, however, always run 
to public bodies to do everything 
for them. They must remember 
that public bodies can only carry out 
what public opinion will sn'ppoit. 
Therefore the W omens Council's (irst 
mission was to ripen public opinion on 
all these matters that tliev desired to 
have carried oat. (Applause.) The local 
councils too, must in preparing their re- 
ports be careful not to yield to hearsay ;' 
not to try to do everything at once but 
to go into their facts carefully and be 
sure of their ground before they asked
